It is said that Edward Lange, whom Judge 
Benedict sentenced to ooe year’s imprison­ 
ment and $509 fine some time ago, for appro­ 
priating to bit own ase several mall bags, has 
begun salt against the Judge for tho re*©very 
of $25,000 damage#. 
Tbe matter stands thus 
between them. 
According to Assistant Uni­ 
ted States District Attorney Purdy, Mr. Lange 
was tried and convicted ou thirteen counts by 
a jury In Judge Benedict's Court, and the lat­ 
ter sentenced turn to pay $500 floe and to im­ 
prisonment for ooe year. 
The statute pre­ 
scribes that any person found guilty of tbe 
charges which were made against Edward 
Lange ahall sutler floe or imprisonment 
As 
will be observed, the Judge sentenced tbe 
prisoner to both, and three months of tbe lat­ 
ter was endured by him when be was brought 
befere Judge Benedict again on a writ of ha­ 
beas corpus. 
The Judge amended his sen­ 
tence by ordering the fine to be remitted; but 
Mr. Lange bad just taken the precaution to 
pay it, so that be actually was imprisoned and 
fined. 
His counsel, it is asserted, appealed to 
the United Staten Supreme Court, by which 
Judge Benedict’s sentence was set a sid e.- 
Now, therefore, Mr. Lange bas decided u* in­ 
stitute proceedings against Judge Benedict 
for damages, based, it ta thought, upon the 
assumed violation of the statute, which pre­ 
scribed only ono of two penalties for the pris­ 
oner’s offense. Judge Benedict has not yet re­ 
ceived soy papers in the amt, #iMy*ygh he 
does not doubt the probability that one will be 
brought.

J u d g e B en ed ict to bo Sued. 
It ii said that Edward Lange, whom Judge 
Benedict sentenced to one year’s imprison­ 
ment and $500 fine some time ago, for appro­ 
priating to his own uso several mail bags, has 
begun suit against the Judge for the recovery 
of $25,000 damages. The matter stands thus 
between them. According to Assistant Uni­ 
ted States District Attorney Purdy, Mr. Lange 
was tried and convicted on thirteen counts by 
a jury in Judge Benedict’s Court, and the lat­ 
ter sentenced him to pay $500 flue and to im­ 
prisonment for one year. The statute pre­ 
scribes that any person found guilty of the 
charges which were made against Edward 
Lange shall suiter floe or imprisonment. As 
will be observed, the Judge sentenced the 
prisoner to both, and three months of the lat­ 
ter was endured by him when ho was brought 
befere Judge Benedict agaia on a writ of ha­ 
beas corpus. The Judge amended his sen­ 
tence by ordering the flue to be remitted; but 
Mr. Lange had just taken the precaution to 
pay it, so that be actually was imprisoned and 
fined. His counsel, it ie asserted, appealed to 
the United States Supreme Court, by which 
Judge Benedict’* sentence was set aside* ~ 
Now, therefore, Mr. Lange has decided ter In­ 
stitute proceedings against Judge Benedict 
for damages, based, it is thought, upon ;the 
assumed violation of the statute, which pre­ 
scribed only odo or two penalties for the pris­ 
oner’s offense. Judge Benedict has not yet re­ 
ceived any papers in the suit, although he 
does not doubt the probability that one will be 
brought.

St. Louis, May 7.— A special dispatch to 
tbe Democrat, from L ittle Rock, gives a long 
account of tbo capture, escape and return to ’ 
Little Rock of Associate JtB tices of the Su­ 
preme Court B ennett and Benrle. 
After being taken from St. John’s College 
they were moved under t be fscort of Lieuten-. 
ant Summerhill and a squad of men to a re­ 
tired field on the outskirts of tbe city, where 
orders were received from General Bloeber, 
and tire party then m arched to a point four­ 
teen miles disliyit. where a dispatch from 
B rigadier General Crawford ordering 
the 
party lo 
proceed to B enton was receiye*d 
Two miles from th at place the party was met 
bv G eneral Crawford with a squad of men. 
General Crawford was drunk and gave Lieu­ 
tenant Summerhill entire charge of the pris­ 
oners, in whose custody they remuined, at 
Benton, until their escape. 
Lieutenant Summ erhill says that ou Tues­ 
day General Crawford received orders from 
•General Bloclier lo pro test the lives of Ben­ 
nett and Searle to the fullest ext*nt, provided 


1 hat lie could do so and preveut a rescue, but 
a t all hazards not to 
perm it them to be 
■rescued. 
L ieutenant Sum m erhill also says 


1 hut lie met a man a t the depot 111 Benton who 
told him he saw w ritten orders at B axter’s 
headquarters for the prisoners' summary dis­ 
posal or assassination, and that ho (Sumaier- 
billi replied that such an act would not be per­ 
m itted by him while lie was alive and the 
prisoucrs rem ained iu his custody. 
Being convinced that violence was intended 
to Bennett and Searle, and determ ined not lo 
be a party to it, he conferred with those g*n- 
tlemeu, told them the facts, disavowed any 
complicity in the m atter, and proflered bis ser­ 
vices to them to aid ¡11 their escape and safe 
condnct to Little Rock. 
H e gave each a re­ 
volver, provided horses, and, under the pre­ 
text of removing them*to a more secure place, 
dismissed the guard, kept General Crawford 
drunk, decoyed him to auotlier house and 
with Sheriff Thom pson at 10 o’clock on Tues­ 
day night departed with his prisouers. 
Sher­ 
iff Thompson had no knowledge of Lieuteuant 
¡SummerhiU’* real purpose. 
Messrs. Bennett 
aud Scai le were suspicious of Lieutenant Sum- 
merhill, bul, being arm ed and each haviug a 
horse, concluded to trust him, relying upon 
themselves, however, and future probable op­ 
portunities. 
A rriving at a point where the roads di­ 
verged, Judge Bennett presented a revolver 
at Suuiinerhili’s head aiul said, “ You are now 
our prisoners,” and Searle, draw ing Ins pistol, 
dematuied Tliouipsou’s arm s. 
Bennett's re 
volver was accidentally discharged, which 
frightened Thom pson’s horee, and he and his 
rider dashed away into the darkness. 
Ben 
nett and Searle, with Sum m erhill as prisoner, 
then rode 011, and soon after cam e upon a 
squad of United States infautry under Lieuten­ 
ant Morrison, who had been sent out to effect 
their rescue, if possible. 
N ot recognizing the 
men, Bennett jum ped from liis horse and broke 
for the woods, and could not be found. 
After th e ir'tru e character was ascertained 
Searle and fum m erhill were taken to the 
U nited States garrison and afterwards to the 
Stale House. 
In about an hour Bennett was 
brought in by another squad of soldiers, who 
had been sent out to search for him. 


A DECISION IX FAVOR OF BROOKS. 


L i ttle Rock, May 7.— Four of I lie five 
Judges of the Suprem e Court m et inside 
Brooks’ line* to-day and delivered an opinion 
that the Circuit Court which declared Brooks 
G overnor had jurisdiction and th at its judg­ 
ment was regular. 
The court then grauted a 
mandamus com pelling the Stato Treasurer to 
pay Brooks’ w arrants draw n for the paym ent 
of his military expenses. 
No lawyers were 
present except those who remain inside the 
Brooks lines at the Stato Iloaso. 
B axter’s 
friends claim th at the action of the court is 
void because a full bench is necessary to con­ 
stitute a legal court. 
TI10 sam e court, with a 
fall bench present, last O ctober on a sim ilar 
question decided that the Legislature alone 
possessed (lie authority to pass upon a claim 
to the Governorship. 
As lire time for the Legislature to meet 
draw s near men are com ing in from all sec­ 
tions of the slate, mostly as reinforeenients 
for Baxter, though Brooks receiver! a few men 
yesterday. 
Brooks lias organized a cavalry 
company to do scouting duty. 
Holm» pickets 
to-night out on Capitol Hill, nearly one mile 
from tiie Slate House.

The question then recurred on tho motion 
to reconsider the voto refusing to order the 
bill to a third reading. 
The vote resulted— 
yeas 114, nays 112. 
This result, liks that of 
the previous vote, was brought about by the 
personal influence and persuasion of the Penn­ 
sylvania members, with the understanding 
that the bill would be recommitted. 
Mr. KELLOGG of Pennsylvania then moved 
to recommit the bill to the Centennial Com­ 
mittee. 
Mr. HALE of Maine moved to lay the bill 
on the table a3 tho only way to kill it com­ 
pletely. 
Pending the vote on that motion the House 
at 5 o’clock adjourned.

The relief eom m itteo have actively 
engaged in collecting supplies to relieve the 
w auls of Lliese people. 
F urther trouble i* ap­ 
prehended from a rise 
in the St. Francis 
River. 


N e w O r l e a n s, May 7.—The governm ent 
and relief com m ittee receive letters daily from 
overflowed parishes giving details of the con­ 
dition of the inhabitants. 
Recent lettorsfrom 
Catahoula, Caldwell, 
Concordia, 
Franklin, 
Ouachita, Uapidas and Tensas parishes show no 
im provem ent but indicate additional affiiction 
by sickness. 
From a g reat mass of corres­ 
pondence the following is selected a3 showing 
substantially the purport of the whole. 
Mr. 
Reditt, writing from Cuba, O uachita Parish, 
says: “ The country for miles around is sub­ 
merged and twelve farms are alm ost entire­ 
ly under w ater within three miles of this 
place, with a population of 7,000 persons, 
from tiie breaking of the Cnba levee. 
The 
levee broke on April 8th, and the current of 
w ater was so strong th at it wash«d away 
everything 011 my lot except my dwelling 
house and storehouse. 
My cows, horses und 
oxen are all goue. 
The w ater in uiy dwelling 
is four feet deep and washes through in sucii 
a current as to m ake it trem ble like a leaf. 
Tliore are 600 or 700 others similarly situated 
within three miles. W. J. Ellis has lost every­ 
thing. 
The w ater on the floor of his dwelling 
is five feet deep and h* has not one pound of 
provisions on hand for him self and fifteen 
freedmcn, and no chance of gettin g any in the 
neighborhood.” 
Dr. It. C. Burch, w riting from Boscobel 
plantation, Ouachita Parish, says there are 3,- 
000 people within the limita of his practice, 
m any of whom are suffering from sickness 
caused by exposure on account of the over­ 
flow. 
He is unable to supply the demand for 
medicines, and asks th at medicine bo for­ 
warded, offering to distribute it to the sick 
and suffering.

Its divine 
origin urn! nature, its value which made it 
infinitely greater than any and all other obla­ 
tions made to the Almighty, and tho objects 
and benefits of it* Institution were treated iii 
u manner as simple and terse as one could ex­ 
pect when listening to the explanation of a 
doctrine so profound and at the same time so 
sublime. 
The doctrinal view of his subject disposed 
of he then exhorted his hearers to avail them­ 
selves of the graces winch pour in abundant 
streams of heavenly light and strength from 
God’s altar into the hearts of those who, not 
content with faith alone, love to be present at

It would take too long,even could justice lid 
done to the able manner in which the subject 
was handled, to refer at lengtii to other in­ 
teresting points iu this discourse. 
There is |>erhaps no nation ou tho face of 
Hie globe in which the love of religion aud 
country arc so inseparably blended as iii down­ 
trodden and persecuted Ireland—to lier the 
Catholic faith is tho mother of lier patriotism. 
How natural then that (ba reverend gentle­ 
man standing before an audience, mostly 
componed of those who like himself rejoice iii 
their Irish origin or descent, un J a commie) 
faith, shoal.I appeal to them by reason of the 
ex am pie of their forefathers to love au l be 
faithful in their attendance at mass. 
He 
called upon them to imitate if they did not 
practice the same inflexible faitli as their fath­ 
ers had done before them, when tho hell-born 
lienal taws endeavored to undo the holiest 
creation of God, by—to coin a word at io-afor 
a better—by unm ani ag them In depriving 
them of their liberty of conscience. 
Ile re­ 
ferred to tho acknowledged and indisputable 
fact of her history, when in order to oiler this 
sacrifice for the benefit of their |ieople, her 
priests were forced to retreat to some lonely 
raviue aud when danger was not so greatly 
apprehended to fly 
to the 
uiounUin-top, 
and there, upon an altar not made by human 
hands, upon nature's unhewn altar, under the 
broad, blue canopy of heaven, surrounded by 
their bounded aud famishing flock, offer up 
tho adorable mysteries of Hie altar. 
To the 
religiously indifferent or neglectful was abo 
offered for their consideration Hie sad fact of 
their being obliged to enter tho very recesses 
of the earth and there shut out from Hie light 
of heaven celebrate and attend that holy ban­ 
quet which, iu the words of the prophet, is 
celebrated from the “ rising of Hic sun to the 
going down Of the same." After a few more 
references of a similar nature calculated to in­ 
spire ou the part of his bearers a holy emula­ 
tion of the bright examples before them, the 
reverend lecturer concluded and Vesper* were 
continued.

E ditor:—On Sunday, 
May 3d, the 
quiet but beautiful town of Montgomery was 
much enlivened by and delighted with tbe 
lecture ami musical Vesper service in St. 
Mary’s Catholic Church. 
The leeturer of tbe 
evening was the Rev. M. C. O’Farrell of your 
city, and his subject, the “Sacrifice of the 
Mass.” The choir consisted of a number of 
young !adie3 under the directorship of Prof. 
Huber, all of St. Mary’s Church, Itondout. 
Aside from the special merits of the dis­ 
course and music with which Montgomery 
was treated, this spiritual entertainment was 
welcomed and enjoyed the more, from the 
fact that it was the first time in the five years’ 
existence of this church that our Catholic 
people had the pleasure of having been thus 
entertained. 
The revereud gentleman very 
aptly introduced his subject by showing in a 
clear and succinct manner the universality of 
sacrifice from the time of Adam down to the 
time of tho great sacrifices of the new law, 
which was prefigured by and was the realiza­ 
tion of the sacrifices of the old. 
Its divine 
origin and nature, its value which made it 
infinitely greater than any and all oilier obla­ 
tions made to tbe Almighty, aud the objects 
and benefits of its institution were treated in 
a manner as simple and terse as one could ex 
pect when listening to the explanation of a 
doctriueso profound and at the same time so 
sublime. 
The doctrinal view of his subject disposed 
of he then exhorted his hearers to avail them­ 
selves of the graces which pour in abundant 
streams of heaveuly light and strength from 
God’s altar into the hearts of those who, uot 
content with faith alone, love to be present at 
his holy sacrifice, and there in conjunction 
with God’s own 
minister oifer it up in 
honor of his power, majesty and glory. 
It would take too long,even could justice bo 
doue to the able manner in which the subject 
was handled, to refer at length to other in 
teresting points in this discourse. 
There is perhaps no nation ou the face of 
the globe in which the love of religion and 
country arc so inseparably blended as in down 
trodden and persecuted Ireland—to her the 
Catholic faith is the mother of her patriotism 
How natural then that the reverend gentle 
man standing before an audience, mostly 
composed of those who like himself rejoice in 
their Irish origin or descent, and a common 
faith, should appeal to them by reason of the 
example of their forefathers to love and be 
faithful in their attendance at mass. 
He 
called upon them to imitate if they did not 
practice the same inflexible faith a3 their fath­ 
ers had done before them, when the hell-born 
penal laws endeavored to undo the holiest 
creation of God, by—to coin a word at loss for 
a better—by unm aniny them in deprivin 
them of their liberty of conscience. 
He re 
ferred to the acknowledged and indisputable 
fact of her history, wheu in order to oiler this 
sacrifice for the benefit of their people, her 
priests were forcod to retreat to some lonely 
ravine and when danger was not so greatly 
apprehended to fly 
to the 
mountain-top 
and there, upon an altar not made by human 
hands, upon nature’s unhewn altar, uuder the 
broad, blue cauopy of heaven, surrounded by 
their hounded and famishing flock, oiler up 
tho adorable mysteries of the altar. 
To the 
religiously indifferent or neglectful was als 
offered for their consideration the sad fact of 
their being obliged to enter the very recesses 
of the earth and there shut out from the light 
of heaven celebrate and attend tiiat holy ban 
quet which, iu the words of the prophet, is 
celebrated from the “ rising of the sun to the 
going down Of the same.” After a few more 
references of a similar nature calculated to ¡Hi­ 
spiré on the part of bis hearers a holy emula­ 
tion of the bright examples before them, the 
reverend lecturer concluded and Vespers were 
continued. 
The musical part of the programme wa3 all 
that could be desired, and more than wc 
ostracised Catholics up here expected. 
If St. 
Mary* Church of your city possesses iti the 
other members of its choir the same amount 
of talent and power of execution as in its rep­ 
resentatives here, then we do not nor should 
its congregation desire professional or “ paid” 
choirs.

C H A P. 231. 
AN ACT for the protection and preservation of fish 
in that portion of the W ailkill river In the coun­ 
ties of Ulster and Orange, 
P a ss e d April 21, 1874; three-flfths being present. 
The People of the State af .Veto Tort;, represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as foliotes: 
S e c t io n 1. No person shall at anv time take, 
catch or kill any fish w hatsoever in that portion of 
the Wallkili river or its tributaries lying In the 
counties of Ulster and Orange w ith any net, seine, 
weir, fyke, trap, gill-net, spear, or snare, or any 
other implement or device whatsoever, except a 
hook and line. 
5 2. Any person who shall violate, or aid, or abet 
in the violation of the provisions of the preceding 
section, or Incite or procure its violation, shall, 
for each and every offence, forfeit twenty-five 
dollars. 
5 3. No person shall Wnowiugly sell, or buy, or 
have in his or her possession any flsli caught or 
taken in violation of the provisions of this act, un­ 
der a penalty of five dollars for each flsh. 
I 4. All fines or penalties imposed under the 
provisions of this act may be recovered, wKh the 
costs of suit, tn the name of “ The People of the 
State of New York,” before any justice of the peace 
in said counties of Ulster and Orange, and such 
tines, when collected, shall be paid, oue-half to the 
person making this complaint and the other half to 
the superintendent of the poor in said counties, 
and in case of non-paym ent of such flues or penal­ 
ties, on rendition of judgm ent therefor, the defen­ 
dant or defendants shall be com mitted to the 
county jail for a period of not less than tw enty 
days.
